Of the natural ©, ef of Opulence. 
HE great commerce of every 
civilized fociety, is that car- 

ried on between the inhabitants of 
the town and thofe of the country. 
It confifts in the exchanze of rude 
for manufactured produce, either 
nS ee or by the interventi- 
on of mone The country fup- 
plies the town with the means of 
fubfiftence, and the materials of 
manufacture, The town 
repays this fupply by fending 
back a part of the manufactured 
produce to the inhabitants of the 
country. The gains of both are 





mutual and reciprocal, and the 
divifien of labour is in this, as in 


alf other cafes, advantaveous to all 
the different perfons employed in 
the varios Rees into which 
it is fubdivided. The i 
habitants of the country pur- 
chafe of the town a greater quan- 
titv of manufactured moods, with 
a much fmaller of taeir 
own labour mutt 
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r, than tuey have 


emp! ryed h zs they atte: ny} ted to 
prepare the thernfelves The 
town fords a market for the fur- 
plus produce of the country, or 
What is over and above. mainten- 
ance ro the Recah and it is 
t ha hat the inha tants exchange 
ts for fomething elf e which is in 
éemand among them. ‘The great- 
Cr t numbes ul revenue of the 
inhabitants of ihe town,.the more 
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fords to thofe of the country; and 
the more extenfive the market, it 
is always the more adyantageous 
to agreat number. The proprie- 
tors and cultivators of the country 
which lies in the neighbourhood 
of the town, over and above the 
ordinary profits of agriculture, 
gain in the price of : what they fell, 
the whole value of the carriage of 
the like produce that is brought 
from more diftant parts, and they 
fave, befides, the whole value of 
this carriage in the price of what 
they buy. Compar e the cultiva- 
tion of the lands in the neighbour- 
hood of any confiderable town, 
with that of thofe that lie at fome 
diftance from it, and you wiil ea- 
fily faci isfy yourfelf how much th 

country is benefited by the com- 
merce of the town. Lay all 
the abfurd fpeculations tha Rave 
el n promulgated concerning the 


ballance of trade, it has never 
been pretended that either the 
country lofes by its commerce 
with the town, or the town by that 
with the country which maintains 
it. 

As fubfiftence 1s, in the nature 
of things, prior to conveniency 
and luxury, fe the indultry whicn 
procures the form ts muft necefTa- 
rily be prior to that which miniiters 
to the latter. T he brs tion and 
improvement of the country t 
fore, which affords fublifts ) 
muit neceffarily be prior to 
CI Ci afe of the town, which fon S 

r the means of conveniency acd 


lantaws It is the fuplus produce 








maintenance of the cultivators, 
that conftitutes the fubfiftence of 
the town, which can therefore in- 
creafe only with the furplus pro- 
duce. The town may not indeed, 
derive its whole fubfiftence from 
the country in its neighbourhood 
or even from the territory to which 
it belongs, but from very diftant 
countries ; and this though it forms 
no exception to the general rule, 
has occafioned confiderable varia- 
tion in the progrefs of opulence in 
different ages and nations. 

Tuat order of things which 
neceiity impofes in ceneral, though 
not every parti icular country, 1S, 
in every particular country, pro- 
moted by the natura? inclination 
of man. If human inftitations 
had never thwarted thofe natural 
inclinations, the towns could no 
where have increafed beyond what 
the improvem« ent and cultivation 
of the territory in which they are 
firuated could fupport; «all fuch 
time as the whole of 
that territory was compleatly cul- 
tivated and improved. Upon e- 
qual, or nearly equal profits, moit 
men will rather employ their cap- 
itals in the improvement and culti- 
vation of land, than either in ma- 
nufactures or foreign trade. The 
man who employs his capital in 
lad, has it more under his view 
and command, and his fortune is 
wuch lefs lik ible to accidents than 
hat of the trader, who is obliged 
to commit it, not only to the winds 
and the waves, but to the uncer- 
tain elements of human folly and 
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injuftice, by giving great credits 
in dittant countries to men, with 
whofe character and fituation he 

can feldom be thoroughly acquaint- 
ed. The capital of the landlord, 

on the contrary, which is fixed in 
the improvement of his land, 
feems to be as well fecured as the 
nature of human affairs will admit 
of. The beauty of che country 
befides, the pleafures of a country 
life, the tranguility of mind “ p ich 
it promifes, and wherever the in- 


ruftice of human Jaws does net 


difturb it, the ind cpel capa which 
it really aifords, have charms that 
more or lefs atiract every body; 
and as to cultivate the ground was 
the original deftination of man, fo 
in every flage of his exiftence he 
feems to retian.a predilection for 
this primitive employment. 
in ur North American colo- 
nies where uncultivated land is fill 
to be had upon ealy terms, no ma- 
nufactures for diftant fale have as 
yet been eftabdlifhed in any of their 
towns. When an artificer has ac- 
quired alittle more ftock than is 
neceffary for carrying on his own 
bufinefs in os i ne the 
bouring country, he does not, in 
North America, attempt to efta- 
bhith wich it a manufacture for 
more diftant fale, but employs it 
in the purchafe and improvrnent of 
unculrivated land. From artificer 
xe becomes planter, and neither 
the large wages nor the eafy ful - 
fiflence which that country affords 
to artificers, can bribe him rather 
to work for other people than for 
himfelf. He feels that an artificer 
is a fervant to his cuftomers, from 
whoin he derives his fubfiftence ; 
but that a planter wo cultivates 
his own land, and derives his ne- 
ceffary fubGfence from the labour 
of his own family, is really a maf- 
ter, independent of all the world. 
In feeking for employment to 
a capital, manufactures are, upon 
equal or nearly ecual profits, na- 
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turally preferred ro foreign com- 
meree, for the fame reafon that 
acricultare Is natur: ally preferred to 
manufactures. As the capital of 
the laadlord or farmer*is fecurer 
than that of the mnanulacturer, fo 
the capital of the manufacturer, 
being ‘always within his view and 
command, is more fecure than 
that of the foreig a merchant. In 
every period, in deed, of every fo- 
ciety, the furplus part both of the 
rude and manufactured produce, 
or that for which there is no de- 
mand at home, muit be fent off in 
orderto be exchanged for fomething 
for which there is “fome demand at 
home. But whether the capital 
which carries this furplus produce 
abroad, be a foreign. or domefttic 
one, is of very little importance 
If the fociety has not acquired fuf- 
ficient capital both to cultivate all 
its lands, ani to manufa¢ture in 
the compleateft maner the whole 
of its rude produce, there iseven 
aconfiderable advantage that the 
rude produce fhould be exported 
by aforeign capital, in order. that 
the whole ftock of the fociety may 
be empleyed in more ufeful pur- 
pofes. 





Advice to a Young Tradz/man from 
an Old one.

To my Friend A. B. 

As you bave defired of me, I write 
the following bints, which have 
been of fervice to me, and may, 
if obfervid, be fo to you. 

EMEMBER that Time is 

Money. He that can earn 
ten fhillings a day by his Labour, 
and goes abroad, or fits idle one 
half of that day, tho he fpends but 
fix-pence during his diverfion or 
idlenefs, ought not to reckon that 
the®only expence; he has really 


fpent, or rather thrown away, five 
fillings befides, 




















Rervember that Cr&vrt is mo. 
ney. Jf a man lets money lie in 
my hands after it is due, he gives 
me the interett, or fo much as I cag 
make of it during that time. This 
amgunts to a Co afideral le fum, if 
a man has ood end large credit, 
and makes good ufe of it. 

Reinemsher that money is of a 
prolific, generating nature. Mo. 
ney can beget money, and its off- 
{pring can beget more and fo on; 
five thillings turned is fix : tuined 
again ’tis fe ven and three pence, 
and fo on till it becomes an hund- 
redpodud. The more there is of 
it, the more it produces every tur- 
ning; fo that the profits rile quick- 

rand quicker. He that kills a 
breeding fow, deftroys ail her off- 
ipring to the thoufandth generati- 
on. Hethat murders a crown de- 
ftroys all it might have produced, 
even {cores of pounds. 

Remember that Six Pounds a 
year is but a groat a day. Forthis 
little fu ny which may daily be wa- 
{ted in time or expence unperceiv- 
ed, a man of credit may, on his 
own fecurity, have the conftant ufe 
and poffeffion of a huadred pounds. 
So much in flock brifkly turned by 
an induftrious man, produces great 
advantage. 

Remember this faying, That the 
good Paymafier is Lord of another 
Man’s Purfe. Wethat is known to 
pay punctually and exaétly to the 
time he promifes, may at any time 
and on any occafion raife all the 
money his friends can fpare. This 
isfonaetimes of great ufe; there- 
fore never keep ‘borrowed money 
an hour beyond the time you pro- 
mifed, left a difappointment fhut 
up your friend’s purfe forever. 

The moft trifling actions that af- 
feet a man’s credit are to be regar- 
ded. The found of your hammer 
at five in the morning, or nine at 
night, heard by a creditor, makes 
him ea! fy Gx months longer. But 
if he fees you ata billiard table, or 
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hears your voice at a tavern, when 
you fhould be at work, he fends: for 
his money the next day. Finer 
cloaths than he or his wife wears, 
or greater expenfe tn any particular 
than he affords himfelf, fhocks his 
pride, and he duns you to humble 
you. Creditors are a kind of peo- 
ple that have the fharpeft eyes and 
ears, as well as the beft memories 
of any.in the world. 

Good-natur’d creditors,—(and 
fuch one would always chufe to 
deal with if one could) feel pain 
when they are oblig’d to afk for 
money. Spare them that pain and 
they will love you. When you re- 
ceive a fum of money, divide it 
among them in proportion to your 
debts. Don’t be alhaim’d of paying 
a {mall fem becaufe you owe a 
greater. Money, more or Iefs, 1s 
always welcome, and your creditor 
had rather be at the croubie of re- 
ceiving Ten Pounds, voluntarily 
brought him, though atten dilfer- 
ent times or payments, than be 
obliged to go ten different times 
to demand it before he can receive 
ii in alump. Ic fhews that you are 
mindful of what you owe, it makes 
you appear a careful as well as an 
honeft man, and that ftill increafes 
your credit. 

Beware of thinkine all. your 
own that you poflefs, and of living 
accordingly. "Tis a miftake that 
many people who have credit fail 
into. Lo.preventthis, keep an ex- 
at account for fome time of both 
your expences and incomes. If you 
take the pains at firft to mention 
particulars, it will have this good 
effect; you will difcover how won- 
derfully fimall wifitng expences 
mount up to large fums, and will 
diicern what might have been, and 
may, for the future, be faved, 
without occafioning any great in- 
convenience. 

In fhort, the Wav to Weaith, 
if you defire it, is as plain as the 
Way to marker ——li depends 








chiefly on two words, Inpustry 
and Frucauity; #.¢. wafte nei- 
ther your time nor money» but 
make the beft ufe of both. He 
that gets all he can, and faves all 
he gets (neceilary expences except- 
ed) will certainly become rich: 
If that being who governs the 
world, to whom all fhould look 
for a bleffing on their honeft en- 
deavours, doth not in his wife 
providence otherwife determine.

BOSTON, July 20. 

On the evening of the 8th of 
June lail, the dwelling-houfe, of 
Capt. Wifwell, of Arundel, in the 
county of York, was ftruck with 
lightening, the effects of which-are 
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TICUT xe 
remarkable.—The houfe is 20 by 
25 feet, two flories and a gar- 
ret, with a kitchen at the eaft end, 
one flory, and a dairy or milk- 
room on the north fide; one chim- 
ney pafling through the roof at 
the ridge-pole, near that end of 
the two-ftory part adjoining to the 
kitchen. It is probable that the 
lightening firft flruck the houfe 
near the chimney, for the roof- 
boards next to the chimney, on 
each fide, were raifed from the ribs 
to which they were nailed.—The 
wing of the chimney was ftoven in- 
to the funnel, more than half way 
to the chamber floor, over which 
in the garret, were placed feveral 
iron curtain rods, and under thofe 
rods, in achamber clofet adjoining 
the wing of the chimney, ttood a 
gun, tae muzzle of which was 
melted, and the ftock of which was 
broken from the barre].—On every 
fide of the chimney to the bottom 
of the cellar, and in every room in 
the houfe, were feen the effects of 
the lightening. The works over 
every fire-place were rent to pieces. 
The glafs inevery window of the 
houfe broken, except one, which 
had been left open. The frame 
and fafhes of one of the kitchen 
windows (againft which a young 
man was leaning his arm) toge- 
ther with four feet of the plate 
above, were thrown into the vard 
before thegboufe. In the milk- 
room, all the fhelves were re- 
moved, and every earthen veffel 
broken to pieces, out of one of 
which a daughter was lading milk 
into a pewter veticl in her hand. 
In the fame room a cheefe tub was 
overier, and the cheefe in pickle 
thrown to the other fide of the 
room. The glafs bettles in feve- 
ral cafes in the chamber were brek 
en.

were for a fhort time infenfible, 
for they can give no account of 
what happened, except by the ef- 
fects. But they pretty foon recover- 
ed the freé ufe of their reafon and 
fenfes, for they lighted up candles 
fo feafonably, which were put out 
by the fhock, as to goup chamber. 
and extinguifh the fire in the clofer, 
which had partly burnt up the gun- 
cafe, and was fpreading among the 
light clothes that were hung up in 
the fame room. 

The cafe of the gun, which was 
made of woollen cloth, might 
prodly have beea fon: time 
burning before it could communi- 
cate it tothe light cloaths around 
the room; it was about one half 
confumed when they extinguifhed 
the flame.

Montego bay, May 16, 1786. 

«<The cuitom houfe officers here do not re- 
Jax in their rigour towards the Americans, 
notwithitanding the Ifland is flrongly threat- 
ened with an approaching famine.—The 
drought is fo great that the owners of a pond 
of Stagnated warcr in the parifh of St. Anns, 
has planted a chain of Negroe centinals 
round it, and exterts filver or gold for 
every gallon that is taken away by the in- 
habitants. Even a goofe muft quench her 
thirft at fome expence to the owne: 
Vegetaticn looks famifhed and ready to ex- 
pire for want of rain—all nature feems to 
mourn; and one would think (from the 
deep cracks and horrid chafms) that the 
thirity cooling drough: There {plits 
and rents, render it dangerous for 2 man or 
bea to travel; and through them, itis 
fear’d that the earth will fhort!y Vomit up 
Vapours and conbuiftibies, that are contiinep 
in her bcw:ls———-the naturaliit and fegacid 
ous Creoles of this place inform me that 
earth-quakes and harricanes are are always 
preceded by a fevere dronght-———-The 
Jews iu and about singfton, imprefled with 
a fenfe ofthe common danger, are endea- 
vouring to avent the impending evil, by 
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fating and prayer two or three days in a 
week, while the joyous profeffion of Chrilti- 
anity iatexicated with ihxury and diffipati- 
on, invegerote themfelves with ale and rhe- 
nith and taicetly bid defience to the ‘* Ws, 
of Elements: and the crufh of words ’’) 


LETTER II. 
Montego-Bay Fune 3d. 

* TJ long to embark—I am quite 
Sick of every thing in Famaica—all 
its curiofities (natural or artificial) 
are medicines for the fpleen no more. 
I feel 100 much mortified at feeing the 
property of Americans triumphantly 
expofed daily to the bigheft bidder— 
it fwells the felf importance of thefe 
iflanders, and changes their opinion 
of our people inte /upreme coutempt. 
The lofs of preperty in itfelf is a tri- 
fle, a misfortune that I could bear 
without repining; but to appear 
here in the fervile condition of an 
American degraded and ftripp’d of 
bis property, docs violence to my feel- 
ings, and to fee the dignity of the 
United States trampled low in the 
dirt aroufes my indignation. I am 
really afhamed to avow myfelf an in- 
babitant of a country that views 
thefe things unconcerned, and tamely 
Submits to fuch infults,------ @ man 
would derive more boner from hav- 
ing been born among the aboriginals 
of the Cape of Good Hope. Mill 
the iniquitous and barefaced confi- 
cation of American property te fore- 
ver unnoticed by the American Go- 
vernment 2? Is not the condemnati- 
on of 50 fail of veffil with their 
cargoes, in this tfland only, fufficient 
to excite them to as of retaliation ? 
or do they coward like wait’ in hopes 
that Great-Britain will relax from 
the feverities of ber navigation aff ? 
Ob fie! degenerate Americans ! you 
have no reajon to expect itas long as 
your ports from one end of the conti- 
nent to the other are open to their 
feips, aud citizens courting 
their trade, At this moment, from 
this port only, are advertifed the 
fcllowing foips and vefels ( Britifo) 
for Ameria, Viz.

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wench’s danger, After a little 
deliberation he ¢emanded at what 
price Phillis was cated; on this 
they began to fing out her praife 
as to her natural perfections, con- 
cluding that fhe was worth at 
jeat 1000 dollars: calling fora 
pen and ink he inttamcly wrote a 
draught for the fum, ordered 
Puillis to go home to isis houte, 
and darting acontemptuous look 
at the company, left the houfe. 


Accounts from Newport reprefent the firn- 
ation of that State as traly unhappy on account 
of the late A€t@f their Geveral Aflembly, by 
waich any perion who refufes to take the pa- 
per money emitted by@pformer Act of Af.

leaders, that ifhe again violated the peace, 
he fhould exert his utmott authority for the 
fupport of government, and thay he replied 
















he might depend upon his peaceable condu& 
in future.—-On this the council arofe, 

Notwithfanding the affurances of this 
diflarber of the peace, he fooa after made 
an unprovoked attack upon one of the per- 
fous who had appeared in defence of the 
property ii danger.—A number of perions 
unterfered, and the tranquility of the city 
continued when our lait accounts left them. 
The fame violence began to pervade every 
part of the flate—threats to break open cribs 
and rob the welthy farmers daily increate. 
If reaion does not effet achange of mea- 
tures furely thefe turbulent disorders mutt.

Var the Children of Ifrael croffed 
? the Red Sea, they confidered them- 
felves as fecured from every other danger. 
Hut in this they were foon miflakeo. They 
met with powerful enemies, with fiery fer- 

eats, and with famine ; which diminifhed 
their number {0 that only two of them en- 
tered into the promifed jand. 

The inhabitants of the United States 
feem to have. adled like the Children of If- 
rael. ‘They have fuppofed that the mere 
declaration of independence was to make 
them free, and that alithe dangers and dif- 
ficulties of eftablifhing a new empire were to 
ceafe with the war. 


In this they have beca 
miltaken. 


There are many enemies more 
forinidable than Britith armies, and more 
infidious than American Tories, yet to be 
encountered and vanquifhed. Thefe ene- 
mies come forth under various forms. At 
prefent they appearin a fhape that threatens 
the diffolution of the commerce, agriculture, 
and manufactures of our country, and with 
thefe our freedom and independence. The 
creature fo pregnant with mifchief is PA- 
PER MONEY. 

I fhall confider this fpecies of money in a 
twofold light. it. As uaa quad to gold and

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1, It promotes fpecalation, and thereby 
employs a quantity of money which might 
be ufefully employed in commerce, agri- 
culture and manufactures, 

2. It prevents private loans, which, in 
former time’, were the great fource of the 
improvement and profperity of owe country ; 
For while a depreciated Paper money is in 
circulation there will always exiit an appre- 
henfion of a tender law. 

3. It promotes unlawful ufary ; for this is 
the natural confequence of the dread of a 
tender law. Exorbitant interefl is the oaly 
confideration that can be oppoied to this 
fear. 

4. It prevents the union of the ftates be- 
ing ftrengthened aud increaied by commerce. 
For no man hereafter will touch the money 
of a filter ftate, without being acquainted 
with her fyftem of laws with refpeé to fin- 
ance, or without a regular correfpondence 
with the demagogues o1 each ftate. 

5- It prevents all intercourle and com- 
merce with foreigners, which, in the pre- 
fent flate of this country, muit foon end in 
the deftruction of our farmers. 

6. It leads our farmers to feclude their 
gold and jilver for years from the light of 
the fun, and our monied men to fend their 
cath to the banks of Europe. 

7. lt produces delay “in 
and collection of taxes, for 
money can be depreciated, the eafier we 
pay our taxes. ‘The impoft and excife, I 
believe, were paid punctually in fpecie, till 
the lure of paper money produced a delay, 
which finally eluded the tax by its deprecia- 
tion. I fhall fay nothing here of the great 
opportunities which a depreciated paper cur- 
rency affords to colleétors and treafurers to 
enrich themfelves by the well known pradtice 
of Money Changing. 

8. It increafes the price of provifions and 
keeps up rents; for while the landlords and 
market people are uncertain what kind of 
money will be offered them, they take care 
to afk fuch prices as will prevent their lo- 
fing any thing by depreciation---hence they 
receive by far too much when they are paid 
in fpecie. 

g. Butthe ereatef evil of a depreciated 
paper currency remains to be mentioned. 
It deftroys the morals of our citizens—cre- 
ates extravagance—produces endiefs difputes 
and frauds—multiplies law-fuits—promotes 
art and chicanery in bufinels—and thereby 
prepares us for ariflocracy and flavery. 
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Icome to confider the effc&s of paper 
money circulating egual to gold and filver. 
Its natvral operation is to produce debt, and 
dependance upon the nations of Europe. 
While gold and filver are only mediums: of 
t ade, our imports ande>y or s will mutual - 
balance ard check each uher; bet when 
goods can be purchafed by our farmers, and 
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bills of exchange by our merchants, wich 
paper money, manufactered by ourtelves, 
it will be always prelerred to the produce of 
of the country; and hence our debt jg 
Europe will always be in proportion to the 
quantity and credit of our paper money, 
The late war found the middie ftates ja. 
bouring under a very heavy debt to Gieat 
Britain, owing intirely to the quantity and 
credit ofour paper f{currency, while Maf. 
fachuietts-Fay, having no medium of trade 
but gold and filver, owed little or nothing 
to Great-Britain. We tee every day the el. 
feéts of thefe debts in Penntfylvania, in the 
bankruptcy and diftiefs of merchants once 
re{pectable fur their property and indafiry, 
Thefe debts are the old and ftubbora cif. 
{pring of cur paper emiffions before the 
war. *

money, of eywal value with fpecie, does 
miichief by begetting debt, that even a baak 
fhould not emit a fing!e note beyond the ium 
of {pecie inits pofieflion, The profits of a 
bank fhould ariic’enly from fhares and de- 
pofits. The laft while they Lbecomea reve. 
nue to flockholders, facilitate trade, and 
increafe manufactures. A bank upon 
thefe principles is like the mechanic powers 
in producing force, -compared with-the
